Maybe you have had experience 
with bitter milk and cream in the 
wintertime and wonder why you are 
never bothered that way in summer. 
Is it the feed? 
All the changes that occur in milk 
and cream, such as souring, are due 
to the action of bacteria—the little mi­ 
croscopic plants that nature has pro­ 
vided to tear down the larger plant 
and animal tissues. If it were not for 
bacteria nothing would decay. 
But as in the higher plant life we 
have weeds—so in the microscopic 
plant life we have weeds—the unde­ 
sirable bacteria. The lactic acid bac­ 
teria that sour milk and cream are 
beneficial. 
They can quite readily be 
controlled so aa to be made useful 
rather than harmful. 
But there is a 
class of weed bacteria that causes the 
milk and cream to become bitter in 
winter. 
These 
weed bacteria only 
nourish in very low temperatures. 
They are like some of the snow flow­ 
ers of the high mountain peaks, resist­ 
ant to cold. 
In summer, and in winter, if the 
milk and cream are kept at summer 
temperatures, they are kept in check 
by the other kinds of bacteria, just as 
ragweed is kept smothered out by a 
good growth of clover. 
In winter 
when you allow your milk and cream 
to get clear down to freezing the lactic 
acid, or souring bacteria, are not 
growing. The bacteria that cause the 
bitter flavor have full swing because 
they flourish in cold milk. 
If you want to overcome this bitter 
flavor all you have to do is to keep 
tho milk and cream at a higher tem­ 
perature—say around 50 or 60 degrees 
—and tho bitterness will not be in 
evidence.

London, June 6.—The long expect 


od general offensive of the Russians 
against the Teutonic allies seem ing­ 
ly has begun. 
From both Fetrograc 
and Vienna come 
reports 
th at 
the 
Russians are actively engaged over v 
j front from the Pripet river, east of 
Brest-Litovsk to the Rum anian fron­ 
tier—a distance of about 250 miles 
The Russians everyw here are us­ 
ing large num bers of guns and men 
and, according 
to 
Petrograd, 
have 
achieved successes in m any im port­ 
ant sectors, taking 13,000 prisoners 
and a num ber of guns and destroying 
or rapturin g Teuton positions. 
Along the B essarabian front in the 
Dniester 
region, 
along 
the 
lower 
Stripa and in Vohynia 
the Russian 
attacks have been 
particularly vin 
lent. 
In the region of Olyka, in the zone 
of the 
Vohvnian 
fortress triangle 
the Russian guns have heavily shell 
cd a front of more than fifteen miles 
in length, held by the Austrian arch­ 
duke, Joseph Ferdinand.

PREPARING A DAIRY HEIFER 


Kindness and Gentle Handling Will 
Remedy Kicking Habit— Halter- 
break While Young. 


You must have foresight in prepar­ 
ing the dairy heifer for her first milk­ 
ing period. If you handle the udder 
and teats so as to develop the udder, 
doing this at least twice a week for 
six or eight weeks before calving, the 
| heifer will then be quiet and gentlo 
and will not be afraid when her udder 
is touched after she has calved. Also 
her udder will be developed so that it 
will almost resemble a cow s udder. 
It is natural for the cow to stand 
while being milked, consequently the 
heifer knows nothing about kicking 
until hurt or frightened into it.

Make Hens Scratch fcr Their Food, 
Advises Poultry Expert— Fat 
Fowls Make Records. 


REMOVE YOUNG PIGS’ TUSKS 


Youngsters Often Use Teeth in Fight­ 
ing for Possession of Teat— Not 
a Difficult Job. 


When young pigs are nursing they 
will often fight one another for the 
T>osspr>sicn of a teat, and at that early 
age VV ill make use of their tusks. Tho 
results are many lacerated mouths. 
Tho teats of the sow^ sometimes be­ 
come sore from the same cause. 
The removal cf the tusks is the best 
way to prevent these troubles.

SHIPMENT OF DAMAGED EGGS' 


May Be Basis of Proceedings Under , 
pure Food and Drugs Act, Rules 
Department. 


The United States department of 
agriculture has given notice that the 
interstate shipment of bad eggs may 
be made the basis of proceedings un­ 
der the pure food and drugs act. This 
applies only when the eggs are to be 
used for food purposes. 
When they are to be used for tan­ 
ning or iii other technical ways they 
may be shipped interstate, provided 
they are denatured in such a way that 
they are worthless for food purposes.

C a re e r of the Dead President. 
In recent years Yuan Shi-kai had 
become the m ost conspicuous char­ 
acter of the O rient through his ef­ 
forts to bring his 400,000,000 fellowr 
yellow' men into line as citizens of 
the newr republic of China. The task 
of bringing this 
most 
ancient and 
backward of kingdoms into a repub­ 


lic within whose confines there was 


a fifth of the w orld's inhabitants—a 


republic four tim es as large as the 


United 
S tates—was 
obviously 
no 


easy one, and the m an who attem pt­ 
ed it did not escape storm s of criti­ 
cism from those who 
held 
that he 
was a dictator, virtually founding a 
new* dynasty. But among foreigners 
generally Yuan 
Shi-kai 
was 
given 
credit for as able an adm inistration 
as could be expected under tho cir­ 
cumstances. 
Long 
before 
Yuan 
Shi-kai 
was 
widely known abroad he had been ac­ 
cepted by the Manchus, the Chinese 
and the foreigners 
in 
China as a 
coming man. 
Born in 1859, the son of a district 
governor in the province of Honan, 
Yuan Shi-kai aspired 
to 
an official 
position, but the rule was th at official 
life w*as open only to those who pass­ 
'd in ancient classics. Yuan utterly 
failed in one 
of 
those government 
tests, in which thousand of aspirants 
arc closeted for three days undergo­ 
ing examination. 
W a s S e c re ta ry of the A rm y . 
He w*ent into 
Korea 
as secretary 
with the arm y and there rose rapidly 
through his display of m ilitary and 
diplomatic ability. The famous grand 
chancellor, Li Hung-Chang, recogniz­ 
ed in him a man of action m d ap­ 
pointed him 
Chinese 
resident 
at 
Seoul. This was the highest post in 
the empire, and Yuan held it when 
he was 26 years old. W hen the Jap an­ 
ese drove the Chinese out of Korea 
he was one of the few to return to 
Peking still in the favor of the court 
He rose to great 
prom inence 
by 
his effective reorganization of 
the 
irmy, 
after 
w ar 
with 
Japan 
had 
ihown its w eaknesses. It is generally 
held that he 
assisted 
the dow ager 
Hipless in effecting a c o u p d ’etat in 
1898, by 
which 
she 
w rested 
the 
♦hrone from Kuang Shu, and he was 
popularly accused 
of 
betraying the 
mperor. The dow ager appointed him 
governor of Shauntung, 
where, dur­ 
ing the Boxer rebellion, lie displayed 
his astuteness. 
Invited to join the 
Boxer sect, he dared not frankly re­ 
fuse, although he had no sympathy 
with their fanaticism . He agreed to 
join the Boxer m ovem ent if the lead- 
rs w’ould prove to him their conten­ 
tion th at those of their sect w*ore im- 
nune to foreign 
bullets. 
He 
told 
hem that he had one of the foreign 
urns in his own house, and that if 
the leaders would meet him in his 
garden the next day he would stand 
hem up against the wall and try the 
foreign devils’ ” magic on them. 
If 
the bullets did not hurt. Yuan would 
become a Boxer. So sublime was the 
faith of one leader that he subm it­ 
ted to the test, and, according to the 
tory, fell dead at the first bullet, 
which pierced his heart. 
Yuan Shi- 
kai was thus freed from any obliga­ 
tion to join the 
fanatical movem ent 
of the Boxers. As a m atter of fact, 
he was given credit for m aterial as­ 
sistance 
to 
foreigners 
during 
the 
w arfare which the allies waged in 
China. 
D eaths A lm o s t C o in cid e n ta lly . 
W ith the death 
of 
the em press 
dow ager 
and 
the 
em peror 
Kuang 
Hsu, alm ost coincidentally, and pos­ 
sibly each by poison at the hands of 
the other, the child em peror, H sun 
Tung, came to the throne, under the 
regency of Prince Chun. Yuan, pre­ 
sum ably because he had gained such 
control of the arm y, was dismissed in 
disgrace, although nominally on the 
pretext of "curing a sore leg.” 
W hen 
the 
anti-Manchu 
rebellion 
broke out, in October, 1911, the Man­ 
chu regency, in despair, urged Yuan 
to return. The latter replied that his 
leg was not yet well, but when given 
authority as suprem e com m ander of 
all forces of the north he accepted. 
He also became the first prem ier of 


the "responsible cabinet,” w!» ch the 
regency offered the reb* Is as a con­ 
cession of peace. 
But 
neither 
the 
rebels nor Yuan w ere satisfied. The 
abdication of the M anchu rulers was 
forced, and the boy emperor, at the 
dictation of Yuan Shi-kai, authorized 
the premier to organize with the reb­ 
el leaders at Nanking a republican 
form of government. 
Sun Yet-sen, the provisional presi­ 
dent of the southern rebels, was forc­ 
ed to retire and Yuan Shi-kai was 
elected provisional president of the 
Uliine.se republic- at Nanking on Feb. 
15, 1912. Ile took tho oath of office at 
Peking the following month.

It is admitted frankly by everyone 
that great prosperity 
has 
come to

For the third month in succession 
the steed corporation has reported a 
now high record in 
unfilled orders. 
The tonnage of April 30, 
1910, was 
9,829,551 tons, an increase of 498,550 
ton over the business booked at the 
end 
of 
March. 
The 
phenomenal 
% 
showing for recent months Indicates 
not merely the prosperity of the com­ 
pany itself and 
the 
steady employ­ 
ment of thousands of men engaged in 
the steel plants, blit also 
tells 
the 
story of new 
bridges 
being 
built, 
new rails being laid 
and 
new steel 
buildings being constructed in vari­ 
ous parts of the country. In all sec­ 
tions there has been an increase in 
building operations, which is reflect­ 
ed in the report of the steel corpora­ 
tion. 
In the period of nine months tile 
trade of the United States with South 
America has more than doubled. Ex­ 
ports to South America in the nine 
months period increased 
from $62,- 
000,000 to $129,000,000. This was due 
largely to the supplanting of Europe­ 
an goods with Americans goods and 
it was made possible solely through 
the 
better 
undertanding 
brought 
about by the present democratic ad­ 
ministration in Washington. 
Bankers

frankly admitted that the leadership

But if the order of the three fed­ 
eral judges in St. Paul stands, Kansas 
City, Mo., residents will have to pay 
thirty-two cents a thousand feet for 
natural gas the same as if they were 
residents of Kansas. 
But it will take 
another order from the court to accom­ 
plish that—and then the Topeka view 
is that Kansas City either can take 
its 32-cent gas or accept the Kansas 
City franchise alternative of artificial 
gas. 
Incidentally, it is suggested in 
Topeka that no one will pay more than 
the present rates for several months 
and that there will be no more gas 
next winter than last—all that by vir­ 
tue of the contemplated appeal. 
H. O. Castor, attorney for the public 
utilities commission,

that on the face of the present order 
of the federal court in the gas case, it 
would appear that Kansas Cit\ and

awarded, rather than a sum equal to 
the full amount of money the bene­ 
ficiaries would have received during 
the period of dependency.
